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IMPORTANT TO NEVADA. 


The Report of the Senate Committee 


on Mlnea and Mining: Condemn! 
the Prosecution of Perrons Cutting 
Timber for Mining and Domestic 
Furpoiea. 


WASWSOTOK, March 23.—By a reso- 


Intion of the Committee of tbe Senate oi 
the 7th of January last the Committee 
on Mines and Mining was instructed 
ascertain aJl the (acts and circumstance", 
connected with tbe bunging of certain 
suits by tbe United States against per- 
sons for ontting timber for mining and 
domestic purposes in Nevada and to in- 
qnire if snch suits have caused any in- 
terruption of mining operations in the 
8Uti. 
In accordance with this lesolu 


tion Senator Stewairt submitted a report 
to the Senate to-day of the inquiry by 
tbe Committee into tbe subject. 


The report says: "Since 1848 miners 


have made their own rules and regnla 
tions limiting the eitent of mining claims 
governing tbe right of possession and 
regmlating the nse of lumber and water 
for mining purposes. 
The legality of 


these rules and regulations wan affirmed 
by the decision of the Courts. Tbe 
practice of cutting timber, was contin- 
ued," the report says, "nntil 1&77, when 
Secretary Sohnrz caused prosecutions 
to be instituted against miners in some 
of the Territories for cutting timber 
The matter was brought to the attention 
ot Congress, ond on June 8, 1878, an 
Act was passed authorizing miners in 
mining districts 6f the United State* to 
fell and remove timber for mining and 
domestic purposes. 


"The 
miners," the report 
says 


"threatened this Act as a settlement ol 
the question and were not interferred 
with again for some time, in April 
1887, the District Attorney of Nevada 
advised the prosecution of miners in 
that State for using scrubby timber for 
mining and domestic purposes. Later, 
tbe Department of the Interior sent a 
special agent to the State who was au- 
thorized to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the alleged cutting. The special 
agent advised the institution ,of three 
suits for timber trespass, and the De- 
partment subsequently authorized these 
to be instituted. These suite and seven 
others wore brought in December last, 
and as a result two of the principal 
mines in Eureka closed down. Tbe 
conclusion of the Committee is that the 
suit* brought by the United States have 
been a great obstruction to the mining 
industries of Eastern Nevada, that they 
are needless and relations, and that tbe 
Attorney General in authorizing three 
of the suits must have done so under a 
misapprehension of the facts."
